TUNNEL HALF FINISHED. 


faster, however, than the courts. If 
the progress of the last three weeks 
continues the whole section will be 
completed before the case comes to 
trial. Ground was broken on this 
section less than six weeks ago, and 
more than half a mile of the big tun- 
nel is already finished. 
This should be a warning to the 
citizens of Los Angeles who have been 
talking of a municipal fountain and 
statue to commemorate the completion 
of the great water project. There 
years is not an unusually long time 
in which to erect a statue. Unless 
there is some local hustling, the flood 
water of the Owens River will 
coursing down our streets before even 
the pedestal is finished. 
In the song of progress on the aque- 
duct to date there is not a single dis- 
cordant note. Sixteen camps are now 
established along the line of the aqué- 
duct. The rivairy between the dif- 
ferent crews is running high, with 
the result that new records for both 
tunnel and ditch construction are es- 
tablished almost every week: In the 
Antelope Valley there are two crews 
with steam shovels at work. One crew 
la north of Mohave heading into the 
Pinto hills and the second is coming 
south around the rim of the valley. 
HUGE STEAM SHOVEL. 
The photographs accompanying this 
article are the first printed showing the 
completed aqueduct outside the tun- 
nels. The one shows the big steam 
shovel at work in the ditch. The size 
of the conduit can be estimated easily 
from the picture. The steam shovel 
came across the continent on its own 
ve. 
In another picture the cement lay- 
ers are putting the finishing touches 
to the completed conduit. At the top. 
the aqueduct is eleven feet six inches 
across in the clear and it is nine feet 
nine inches deep. 
The conduit will carry 22,500 miner's 
inches of water or about nine times the 
present municipal supply. The aver- 
age supply for the last year has been 
about 2300 inches; the greatest amount 
consumed in one day was 3500 miner's 
inches.

CITY LAYING MAINS. 

The water department is preparing 
for the advent of the Owens River by 
laying hundreds of new water mains. 
The old mains on many streets are 
to be taken up and replaced by larger 
ones, and at least 200 miles of new 
mains will be laid for use in 1912. 

Bids will be opened on the first Mon- 
day in November for enough pipe to 
lay fifty miles of mains. A great deal 
of thie is to be used im the First and 
the Ninth wards. 

As the construction work on the 
progresses interest is 
awakening in the development of power 
from the aqueduct. The advisory engi- 
neers estimated that, at the expense of 
$5,000,000, the city can develop 175,000 
horse power. This sum is considered 
as sufficient to transmit the power 
Los Angeles for use here. 

At the rate for power now charged 
by the electric companies, the revenue 
from this source alone will be sufficient 
to meet the sinking fund payments on 
the acqueduct bonds, including the 
extra $5,000,000 for development. 

ENGINEER SNOWROTND.

Debussy firmly believes 
that his music is purely French and 
he observed that that which is known 
as French music is quite as much Ger- 
man as it ie French, which is to him a 
cause of regret as far as the purity of 
the French school is concerned. 

“In your own early studies, M. De- 
bussy, were you as antagonistic to the 
classics as you are in your composi- 
tions?” 

Debussy answered by asking another 
question: 

“What do you call classics? Believe 
me that most of these classics in spite 
of themselves, and that quality has 
been forced upon them without their 
knowledge, consent, or even expecta- 
tion. I acknowledge one great master, 
but I do not know why he should be

Neo Decrease in Number of Federal 
Licenses in the Dry Parts of 
the Country. 

Prior to the adoption of prohibition 
m Georgia there were 140 saloons in the 
city of Atlanta, which represented that 
many retall dealers’ licenses, says H. 
B. Taylor, examining agent of the 
Revenue ment at Washington. 
Up to date this year, more than 5% U- 
censes have been issued to residents 
of that city. Mr. Taylor accounts for 
this by explaining that when saloons 
are closed in a large community “boot- 
legging” is commenced, and while this 
class of booze peddlers do not fear the 
local authorities so much, they do not 
like to take a chance with Uncle Sam. 
The government license is only $25 4 
year, and rather than take a chance 
of belne picked up by the government 
authorities, which nearly always means 
a jail sentence and a fine in case of 
conviction, the “bootleggers” in most

Dr. Worcester and 
his associates in this movement believe that clergymen, 
being brought into intimate social and spiritual rela- 
tions with great numbers of peopve, are especially quali- 
fied by knowledge and experience for dealing with 
“moral and nervous maladies,” the type of diseases to 
which attention is mainly given. No organic, but only 
functional diseases are treated. “All physicians who 
succeed in curing their patients,” says Dr. Worcester, 
“realize the importance of faith and confidence. Many 
physicians, however—practically all who look no further 
than the removal of the symptoms, the relief of the 
pain or the cure of the malady—are satisfied with any 
form of faith which is sufficient for their purpose. We 
have no quarre] with them on this ground, but in the 
work we have undertaken we do look further than this. 
Our primary interest in the men and women committed 
to our care is a moral and religious interest. We wish 
not merely to make them well, but to make them bet- 
ter, to open to them the door of a larger, freer, hap- 
plier and more useful life, and we believe that the great 
majority of men and women find in religion the chief 
motive to such a life.” 


The day is past when the mental condition is to be 
ignored in connection with the treatment of a large 
class of physical ills. The world is learning that the 


mind has much more influence over the body than has | 


heretofore been supposed. Cures that once would have 
been considered miraculous are now attributed to nat- 


ural causes, and are explained as the result of mental } 


influence. Physicians have long recognized the value of 
cheerful surroundings and hopeful influences about 
their patients, but they have in the past subordinated 
these conditions too much to the supposed power of 
drugs. The fact is rapidly dawning upon them that in 
many ailments it is quite as necessary to treat the mind 
as the body. 

As an evidence of appreciation by physicians of the 
value of the work done under the Emmanuel movement 
it is a fact that Dr. Worcester and his associates are 
often asked by surgeons to assist them in preparing 
patients for operations. An instance of assistance of 
this kind is narrated by Dr. Worcester. A woman came 
to him telling him she has just called on a physician 
who had told her she was suffering from cancer, and 
must be operated on the next day. She was in a state 
of mind bordering on distraction. Dr. Worcester talked 
soothingly to her, and went with her to the hospital. 
Then he impressed upon her the suggestion that she 
would have no fear of the operation, but would regard 
it as a means employed by God to restore her to health, 
and that she would not suffer from nausea in conse- 
quence of having taken ether. This suggestion was ac- 
tually and entirely fulfilled, and the patient made a good 
recovery. | 


Dr. Worcester is careful to say that he does not re- 
gard the usual training and experience of the clergy, 
in themselves, as constituting sufficient preparation for 
the work of the movement. He urges all who contem- 


plate taking up the work to devote themselves first to 


the study of normal and abnormal psychology, and to 
study under good neurologists, “and in general to go 
slowly.” “The demand for work of this kind having 
been proved,” he adds, “the supply mus: come: but it 
will come through regular and orthodox channels, 
through endowments and courses and lectureships in 
our leading universities, medical schools and semina- 
ries.” In this connection he mentions the fact that al- 
ready a number of colleges and universities are giving 
courses along these lines. Dr. Worcester himself studied 
psychology for seven years. and then taught ft seven 
years in college. 

Moral health is certainly not less important than phys- 
ical health. The moral, the mental and the physical 
form a trio which go together to make the man. There 
can be no perfect health in the highest sense of the 


‘term without the perfection of all three of these. The 


trained spiritual leader who is also a trained mental 
leader, and who codperates with the trained physical 
expert, seems, therefore, to have effected a very strong 
combination for the welfare of the whole man.

ORAL EDUCATION —An event of importance in 
the educational world is the assembling for the 
first time, of an international congress to discuss 
the problems of moral culture in the public schools. 


It is reported that seventeen nations are represented 
in the conference in London, England, and the delegates 
are nearly all men of prominence and distinction, rem 

| resenting all phases of modern moral culture. 


| Im this spiritually progressive age, it is a wonder that 
some such moral movement had not been inaugurated 
before, when it is considered that practical and lasting 
reform must come through the proper eJucation of the 
coming generation; but it is never too late to start to 
reform, and it is certainly an encouraging sign of the 
times that céoperative action along practical moral 
educational lines for the young has at last been mani- 
fested as a reality. 
| Reform by legislation is a delusion, a snare, and a 
, failure. Fundamentally all reform movements are good, 
but the practical application of many have been woe- 
fully lacking in wisdom and good common sense, as 
evidenced by our overcrowded prisons, jails, reformato- 
ries, poorhouses, and insane asylums, which are fester- 
ing eyesores in the light of spiritual progress. 


It is to be devoutly hoped that our preachers, profes- 
sors and teachers will soon awaken from their super- 
| stitious stupor, born largely of the legendary traditions 
of the past, and energetically craw! out of the hide- 
bound dogmas and ancient pedagogical methods, until 
they can stand upright like men and look religious and 
all other questions of fact, straight in the face and ap- 
ply progressive methods, in the sphere of both thought 
and action, which will lead them to a higher plane of 
understanding of God's love and wisdom. 

It would seem that a large number of our religious 
and pedagogical] teachers represent a backward element 
of our present-day civilization, and if left entirely to 
their tender mercies and narrow conceptions of life the 
world would still be in more than semi-darkness. For- 
tunately God in His infinite mercy has developed a more 
enlightened and progressive class, including in it every- 
day working and business men who have attained to 
| a higher knowledge of the wisdom and purpose of the 
one Creator of us all.

QUEER FEATURES Or FARMING IN THE 
LAND OF THE BOERS. 


From Our Own Correspondent, 


RETORIA.—This letter is to be about the Trans- 
P vaal. The state has been big in the eyes of the 

world for the past half-dozen years. It seems small 
and poor when one travels over it. I entered it from 
Cape Colony at Fourteen Streams above Kimberley, and 
came thence by rail through Johannesburg on my way 
here. The distance is a little farther than from New 
York to.Washington, and it is about an equal distance 
from Pretoria to the east where the Portuguese terri- 
tories begin. I am about 300 miles south of the boun- 
daries of Rhodesia. 


These figires give you some idea of the area of the 
country. The Transvaal is about twice as big as IIIi- 
nois or Iowa. It is high, dry and comparatively barren, 
and some of it seems almost a desert. On my way here 
I rode for miles without seeing a house, and all along 
the way from Kimberley to Johannesburg there are no 
towns of large size. The whole country has a white 
population less than that of Los Angeles, and including 
the blacks, who number three times the whites, it has 
not as many people as Philadelphia. 

The ‘biggest town in the Transvaal is Johannesburg. 
It has 150,000, and of these less than 90,000 are white. 
Pretoria has 36,000, and only 22,000 whites. Both towns

The Transvaal is now importing farm produce of $15,- 
000,000 per annum, and the main supplies for the gold 
mines come in from abroad. I have the market prices 
of Pretoria and Johannesburg lying before me. Chick- 
ens are bringing 25 cents a pound, butter 60 cents a 
pound, and eggs are selling from 75 cents to $1.25 a 
dozen. Milk is worth 18 cents a quart, and tobacco, 
unmanufactured, 12 cents per pound. 

As to grain, it is sold in bags of different capacities. 
Barley is put up in bags of 100 pounds, and sells at $3 
per bag, or almost 3 cents a pound. Rye brings over 2 
cents a pound, oats 2 cents and Kaffir corn almost 2% 
cents, while Indian corn brings 2 cents per pound. This 
means that rye and corn each bring $1.12 and that bar- 


_ ley and oats bring, respectively, 96 cents and 64 cents 
per bushel, which is far more than they sell for, even 


at the highest, in our part of the world. 
Some South African Pests. 


These prices are largely due to poor labor, lack of 
transport and insect pests. One of the chief pests is the 
locust, which sweeps over the country in swarms of 
great magnitude. I have ridden through miles of such 
swarms on the cars. At times the locusts are so thick 
that they almost hide the sun. The air is filled with 
flying beetles, with sparkling white wings, and one looks 
on and on, seeing nothing but locusts as far as the eye

Millions in Mines. 


The great importance of the country is in its mines. 
It leads the world as to gold, and it bids fair to do so 
as to diamonds. I have already written of the Premier 
Mine, which produced the Cullinan diamond, the big- 
gest ever discovered. It lies within thirteen miles of 
this city, and it has turned out $25,000,000 worth of pre- 
cious stones in the past four years. There are other 
diamond mines near by, and there are also copper and 
coal. As to the gold mines of the Rand, which lie 
within a few miles of Pretoria, their product is greater | 
than that of any other region. They have added more | 
than 900,000,000 gold dollars to the world's supply in 
the last twenty-odd years, and they are now yielding 
more than $120,000,000 a year. Of this I shall write 
more when I visit Johannesburg. 


Farming in South Africa. 


The chief importance of the Transvaal, outside its 
mines, is as a stock-raising country. The land is high 
and healthful and the climate is fitted for white men. 
The most of the colony lies 4000 or more feet above the 
sea. It is a vast tableland, composed of great rolling 
plains, crossed here and there by low ranges of moun- 
tains. A great part of the country is covered with 
scrubby brush, but much of it is semi-barren and so 
scantily watered that the grass burns up in the summer. 
The seasons here are just the opposite of ours. The 
winter is from April to September, and the summer 
from October to March. The winters are cold, dry and 
bracing. The summers are hot, with some rainfall to 
temper the heat. 

So far, only a small part of the land has been taken 
up. There are something like 75,000,000 acres in the 
Transvaal, and the registered farms number only 12,000. 
The average size of a farm is 6000 acres, or nearly ten 
square miles to each farm. 

The most of the farmers are Boers, who cultivate only 
a small part of their land, and either graze the remain- 
der or let it out to the native Kaffirs, who plant it in | 
little patches of from one to five acres. The chief crops 
raised by the necroes are corn and millet. They farm

as the train goes on. Sometimes they are so many that 
the wheels of the cars, going over them, crush them 
upon the rails, and the rails thereby become greased and 
the wheels roll around without catching. 

At some of the stations I have stepped out of the train 
and scooped up a handful of locusts. They look just 
like our grasshoppers, and are probably the same sort 


of insects as those which almost ruined Kansas and Ne- 
_braska some years ago. 


When the locusts come they eat aimost every green 
thing. The grass disappears and the sheep and cattle 
perish for want of food. At present the different gov- 


eruments are paying a certain price for locust destruc- 
tion. The farmers receive 50 cents per bag of 200 


pounds, and in Natal locust eggs are bringing 12 cents a 
pound, The eggs are laid in cocoons, and it is estima- 
ted that it takes 40,000 eggs to make one pound. They 
will last for years without hatching, so that, although 
the locusts are killed, a new crop may come forth again 
and again from the dormant eggs. 

The African natives are all fond of locusts. They eat 
them, and I am told that the Boer farmers frequently 
use dried locusts for chicken feed, paying as high as $2 
per bag for them. Another trouble that the farmers 


have in many regions is the drought, and there are also 


cattle fevers and other diseases. 
Agriculture Since the War. 


Since the Boer war new interest has sprung up in 
agriculture, and the government is now doing all it can 
to open up the country and to improve the condition of 


the farmers. It has already established experimental 


farms in several places, and it is trying to better the

RUSSELS, Oct. 13.— King Leopold has got a new

The 
King disdains to live in private. At this moment his 
is the central figure of the crowded pageant of Ostend. 
Subject and foreigner alike may gape from the digue 
at the Chalet Royal and see the King seated on its ve- 
randa, surrounded by his household, calmly examining 
dispatches and discharging the business of the state. 

Nothing can be more grotesquely false than most of 
the stories told of King Leopold. His life is neither

"campaign is planned with greater care 
to details than the preparations made 
ii for the handling of the returns 
i @ection. The Associated Press has a 
Punk „ for its daily and nightly service, 
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proaches, interest intensifies and the wires are fairly 
swamped with press dispatches about the respective 
candidates. Interest of course centers around the Presi- 
dential candidates for the White House, and over- 
shadows all else. Columns and columns are written and 
telegraphed about them. Candidates for Governor in 
States which have gubernatorial elections at the same 
time, are next in importance locally, but the election of 
en is of greater national importance, hav- 
ing a direct bearing upon the national election. The 
complexion of the Legislature in the various States, 
especially in States where the Legislature will elect a 
United States Senator this winter, is also a matter of 
paramount importance to the party managers. 


During the last two or three days before election day, 
every correspondent files a brief story of the “firing of 
the last guns” in the campaign of his respective State 
or district. On Monday morning a “day before” story 
is sent, followed by a “night before the battle” story in 
the evening for the morning papers. The change in the 
line-up of the opposing parties, if any, the prospects for 
good weather and a heavy vote and the last claims of 
the party managers are given. Everything in sight is 
usually claimed by both parties. Not infrequently the 
more hopeless the outlook, the more extravagant the 
claims of the party managers. 

A network of telegraph circuits for the following day 
and night are laid out and tested. The carrying capac- 
ity of the wires is as carefully calculated as the loading 
of a 12-inch gun with a certain charge, to reach a speci- 
fied distance. 

A schedule of the amount of press matter and returns 
which can be handled on the various circuits, is made 
out and final instructions are sent to the division head- 
quarters and by them to the district managers and cor- 
respondents with the warning that the schedules must 
not be exceeded except under extraordinary circum- 
stances or unusual developments. 

If election day means working under double pressure 
and the straining of every nerve by correspondents, re- 
porters, editors and press officials, to the telegraph 
chiefs it is a day of dread. Inwardly they pray for 
good weather, but loudly they grow! and mutter as they 
watch apprehensively for the weather reports, and are 
willing to wager all they possess that on the morrow, 
of all days in the year when every circuit is needed, the 
wires will be in a hopeless tangle in some division, with 
the “bug hunters,” as the wire chiefs are termed, get- 
ting gray hairs trying to find a way out. 

Monday night. if the telegraph chief sleeps at all. he 
dreams of a snowslide in the Rockies carrying a long 
line of poles and wires with it, a sleetstorm in New 
York making the wires as brittle as glass and break- 
ing with every swaying movement of the wind, or a 
cyclone wiping out a few trunk-line circuits in the mid- 
dle West. 

The “last gun” has been fired. Each candidate has 
for the hundredth and last time told why he should be 
placed in office. Sensational stories affecting one or the 
other party or some individual candidate, are often 
sprung at the last moment so that there can be no reply 
made. Election day dawns and the battle of the ballots 
is on for three hours in the New England and eastern 
States before it opens on the Pacific Coast. All eyes 
are on New York, which with its seventy-two electoral 
votes is usually the determining factor in the national 
election. 

A special wire is run to Mr. Taft’s home. There is 
one to the White House. On his Fairview farm, on the 
plains of Nebraska, Mr. Bryan is watching the ticking 
of the telegraph instrument in his home with more in- 
terest than at any previous election. The sounder is 
clicking off his fate. 

As the day progresses, the wires tell the story of the 
voting as written by hundreds of correspondents in all 
parts of the country. The condition of the weather in 
the States of the Middle West and East, whether fair or 
stormy, is of paramount importance and enters largely 
into the calculations of the party managers, as it affects 
the vote to a considerable extent. So the first thing on 
the correspondent’s schedule is “twenty-five words on 
weather.” By noon all the political centers know from 
the press dispatches in what States and sections bad 
weather is causing a lighter vote than had been figured 
upon. 

There are the usual charges of fraud and election dis- 
putes: perhaps a shooting in one place and a riot at 
another locality. All this is a part of the burden of the 
wires. Perhaps some correspondent has an exaggera- 
ted idea of the day’s developments in his particular 
State or section, and takes advantage of the clause “ex- 
cept under extraordinary circumstances” in his sched- 
ule and expands unduly. But it gets no further than 
his district or division headquarters where the trained 
editors and writers ruthlessly cut it down, rewrite it 
according to its general news value, eliminate any par- 
tisanship that may have crept in and route it according 
to whether it is of interest to the country in general or 
only in certain States or sections. 

As soon as the polls close, the work of the correspon- 
dents, reporters, editors and news gatherers begins in 
earnest. By 6 o’clock the wires are cleared for the re- 
turns. and soon scattering reports, like the first skir- 
mish along the line of battle, begin to come in, which 
soon develops into a never-ceasing stream of figures and 
names. In the cities and towns reporters and corre- 
spondents are detailed at the registrar’s office, principal 
voting booths and party headquarters. The Associated 
Press staffs work in coéperation with the staffs of the 
different newspapers, are given copies of everything re- 
ceived by the local and State and national campaign 
committees and are afforded every facility for obtaining 
and handling the returns as expeditiously as possible. 
Interspersed in the returns are brief bulletins of the sit- 
uation and contests in the various States where the 
campaign has been particularly close and bitter. 

The district offices of the Associated Press send the re- 
turns of the Congressional, State and legislative vote to 
their respective division headquarters, the latter send 
them to the general office in New York, where 200 edi- 
tors. correspondents and accountants are computing and 
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ranks have thinned out long before midnight. 


with dots eyelets, either in white or colored cottons. 
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tabulating the national and Congressional returns, 
which in turn are sent out to all offices for distribu- 
tion. 

About thirty-five expert accountants from the princl- 
pal banks with a score of adding machines are at work 
under the direction of the press chiefs in the New 
York office, computing the figures as rapidly as they 
come. Half a dozen men, expert at percentages, with 
the figures of perhaps the last half-dozen national and 
State elections before them, are figuring out the ratio 
and quite frequently by 9 or 10 o'clock at night, can 
announce to a reasonable certainty, the victorious can- 
didate and approximately his majority or plurality. In 
the Washington, Chicago and San Francisco offices of 
the Associated Press, similar work is being done by a 
large force of men. 


By 10 o’clock at night everything is in full swing. 
Editors, reporters, correspondents and operators, wish 
it was over. In the large central telegraph offices in 
Chicago, the hub of the vast telegraph system in this 
country, between 1200 and 1500 telegraph operators are 
at work ticking of figures, figures, figures. The floor is 
covered-a foot deep with “flimsy,” as the thin tissue 
paper of which an operator must copy twenty copies at 
one time, is termed. Messenger boys are rushing back 
and forth collecting and distributing handfuls of “copy” 
to and from the wires. The noise of a thousand instru- 
ments is like the den of a boilershop. To the visitor, if 
he should be admitted into the operating-room on elec- 
tion night, which is very unlikely, everything. seems 
excitement and confusion, as he hears the clicking of 
hundreds of typewriters and the clatter of the sounders 
which are ticking off the dispatches and endless col- 
umns of figures to the perspiring operators working un- 
der the green-shaded lights. How the telegraphers as 
they work north, south, east and west, can distinguish 
one “tick” from another in that roaring din, is a mys- 
tery to the visitor. 


By 11 o'clock, the excitement in telegraph, press and 
newspaper and party headquarters is at its height, and 
the crowds around the bulletin boards the largest. By 
midnight the national result is pretty well known if it 
has not already been practically announced some time 
earlier. Only in States where the vote was particu- 
larly close are the Congressional and perhaps legislative 
results still in doubt. Campaign managers are already 
figuring out the respective strength of the two parties 
in the next Congress. Messages of congratulation: are 
already flooding the wires to successful candidates. 
Other telegrams reading something like “Well, you made 
a good fight, anyway,” are also beginning to appear. 


The crowds around the bulletin boards begin to melt 
away, satisfied that the country has been saved once 
more. At the headquarters of the State Central Com- 
mittee of the victorious party, the campaign managers. 
surrounded by many of the principal candidates and 
politicians, still sit for an hour or two in a blue fog 
of smoke lazily ascending from many cigars, discussing 
the day’s events, the night’s results, and telling again 
the story of former battles of the ballots. 


There is a constant string of messengers with tele- 
grams from county and local committee chairmen. An 
unexpected defection in the ranks in some section as 
revealed by the returns, is greeted with growls and mut- 
tered curses. In the camp of the defeated party, the 
The cam- 
paign headquarters are deserted early when every dis- 
patch indicates all too plainly that “we are snowed un- 
der.” It may even be difficult for a reporter or corre- 
spondent to find some one to make a “statement” on 
behalf of the vanquished. 


Even successful candidates and their political lleuten- 
ants, worn out by the last days of the campaign and the 
suspense of election day, become weary and go home. 
but it is nearly morning before the tired editors, corre- 
spondents, reporters, press chiefs can write 30“ on their 
copy and give thanks that national elections are far 
bet ween. 

The cost of gathering and distributing the returns of 
a national election for the public is estimated at 81.900. 
000, and an army of about 50,000 men and women are 
employed at least a part of the day on election day in 
the tremendous amount of work involved.

Solving Deep Problems. 


WONDERFUL Won BEING DONE 
BY STUDENTS AT LA JOLLA.

O the uninitiated, the display at the San Diego Bio- 

logical Station at La Jolla, Cal., one of the most 

beautiful suburbs of Uncle Sam's most southwest- 
erly city, is little or no more than an Interesting collec- 
tion of shells, fish and other forms of marine animal life, 
and, for a truth, there are hundreds who visit the little 
building perched upon the bluff, above the broad ex- 
panses of the blue Pacific, and think that they have, in 
seeing the things there assembled, come to a knowledge 
of the real purposes and mission of the association of 
science lovers through whose instrumentality the sta- 
tion was built. 

It would be hard to imagine anything farther from 
reality than this very false idea. To be sure, the col- 
lection of such things as are mentioned is one of the 
first phases of work of the student of biology, but i 
only a means to an end. Of the two branches of

of the Fish Commission, off the coast of Southern Cali- 
fornia. 


Among the shells are the olividea, or olives, as they 
are commonly called, the coffee beans, the abalones, the 
limpets, and many other varieties. In number they are 
legion, too, for it may be said in passing that there are 
some 550 different kinds of shells known to exist within 
a radius of fifty miles of the station. 

The chitons, or sea cradles, are always interesting, as 
their shape readily suggests the name commonly given 
them. Sea urchins, sea cucumbers, sand dollars, sea 
rabbits and like names are among those applied to ma- 


real, of those objects to the things from which they get 
their titles, and yet it is hard to see how the sea 
urchin, for instance bears any resemblance to its name- 
sake—the average lad on dry land— unless it be that its 
full, round shape, after its spines have been removed, 
suggests the rotund face of some well-fed youngsters. 
One of the very Interesting branches of this marine 
study is that of the starfish, and only recently Prof. H. 
H. Jennings of the department of zodlogy at Berkeley 
spent some time at the San Diego station, making a spe- 
cial study of them. As a result of his observations he 
has issued his “Behavior of the Starfish,” and in it tells

may be, constantly adding to their store of information 
under the tutelage of their\elders, who are fairly steeped 
in sea brine, and at the e time increasing their in- 
dividual collections of mens for study. 

Those who are in a posi to know say that there 
is something intensely fascipating about this branch of 
scientific research. To be re, the descent from the 
phylum, through the class, arder, family and genus to 
scientific works look like 
those of the note-book of the seeker after blue blood who 
is endeavoring to trace the direct line of his descent 
from Adam. Of the various phylums in the broad field 
of zodlogy, the one to which most attention has been 
given at the San Diego station is that of Coelenterata, 
which embraces the jelly fish, the comb jellies, sea 
anemones and corals, and it is but natural that the dis- 
play of specimens should be especially rich in these, but 
they are not the only interesting objects in the cases. 

Even to one not an adept, there is something worthy 
of more than a passing glance in the sea quill, a pecu- 
liar marine animal looks like the quill of a large bird. 
This has a good long scientific name—Pennilata phos- 
phorea. Then there is the sea pin cushion, which looks 
like a white ball with pinkish protuberances that remind 


one of hatpins stuck in a cushion, and this manages to 
get along with the name of Authomestas Ritteri. 

The Balticina pacific, or living lavender, looks much 
like the long stem of the wild flower which gives it its 
name.

foot had desecrated the soi] of the red man, that 

Tuchi-Matis was born of Chula-hee-wa on the slopes 
of Mt. Volcan, in what is now San Diego county, Cal. 
It was long before the coming of the sons 
of Spain that the eagle boy hunted game on the hot 
deserts and treeless. mountains, and perhaps the begin- 
nings of the legend reach back to the days of mound 
builder and cliff dweller, or even farther. Be that as it 
may, it was Mata-Whur, or Cinon Duro, as he was 
known to the Spanish mission fathers, who, in these last 
days of a dying race, kept alive the traditions of his 
people. Cinon Duro became chief of the Mesa Grande 
Indians when only 17 years old, and when his heart 
broke a year ago, and he was gathered to his fathers, 
the sorrowing remnant of his tribe knew that they had 
laid to rest the body of their last chief. 

Cinon Duro himself had known only too well that the 
years of the Mesa Grande red men were all but num- 
bered, and so, with his great heart hot, he had spent 
his long life of a century in teaching his people the 
legends and traditions that they were fast forgetting 
through contact with the Christian Spaniard. 

Not that old Cinon was a pagan, for in the days of

his young manhood he had accepted the gift of eternal 
life proffered by the padres, and when, in 1906, he passed 
over the “great divide,” he did so in the firm belief that 
his babies and his squaw, long since asleep on the moun- 
tainside, were waiting for him in the heaven of the 
Christian priest. Thus died Mata-Whur, and after they 
had buried him beside his squaw and little papooses on 
the scorched slopes of Mt. Volcan. they met—the aged 
men and women—to dance the eagle dance, as Mata- 
Whur had taught them, in memory of their dead chief- 
tain, and in honor of the eagle boy Tuchi-Matis, son 
of Chula-hee-Wa. Of the meaning of this dance, and 
its ceremonial setting, only Cinon Duro knew, until, in 
his passionate love for the old tribal legend, he had 
told the story to his people, and kept alive the symbolic 
dance by observing it annually at Mesa Grande. 

Once again, this year, on the anniversary of Cinon's 
death, the aged men gathered on the mesa, clad in their 
eagle feathers, marked with the totem symbols on their 
white-painted faces and bodies, to chant the song of the 
eagle boy amid the incense of tobacco smoke. It is 
all carried out in a tongue unknown to the Indians 
themselves, survival of a language having no written 
history—perhaps the tongue of their forefathers, ere 
they had migrated from their. primitive abode to the 
Mesa Grande of California. The chant is now weird, 
now piercing like the eagle’s scream. Around the cen- 
tral sacred fire, in the open, the feathered red men dance, 
now stepping, now wheeling and filing, beating time 
with hands and feet, now standing, now kneeling, all 
under the masterful direction of Chrisanthus, brother 
of the wild cat. 

Long before the dance, the bald-headed eagle had been 
killed and cremated, that its spirit might ascend to the 
throne of the eagle god, while of its feathers is fashioned 
the feather dress, symbol of the eagle god's power. 
Three days and nights the painted votaries of the eagle 
god thus surround the sacred fire, uttering their rhyth- 
mic chants, now in passionate recitative, now in a low 
minor key, whirling, wheeling, rising, falling, forward, 
backward, wildly symbolizing the flight of the eagle and 
the motion of its wings. No white man ever knew the 
symbolism of this dance until Cinon Duro revealed it 
one day in the legend of the eagle boy, the first chief 
of the tribe in the long ago. So listen, paleface, while 
is told the story of Tuchi-Matis the eagle boy. recorded 


the scorching mountain trail, 
herself and little Tuchi-Matis, 
chile of six summers—her only child, her 
son. Miles and miles they trudged until they reached 
the timber growth of Mt. Volcan, where Chula-hee-Wa 
gathered a basketful of acorns and some succulent roots 
to assuage their hunger and to carry home. But Tuchi- 
Matis was weak and sick from want of deer meat, and 
because he could not work hard at digging roots and 
gathering the acorns, old Chula-hee-Wa, his mother, 
beat him and cursed him, and turning backward down 
the red-hot mountain trail, she left little Tuchi-Matis 
all alone. There he sat a long time, till the day was 
dead and the Great Bear and the Milky Way came out 
of the black sky to lighten the boy’s heart, and the cool 
mountain air had cooled his fevered head. 

“What can Tuchi-Matis do?” cried he, looking up into 
the big starry vault above him, and then, rising to his 
feet, he followed blindly the trail up the mountainside, 
crying as if his heart would break, while the screech

The boy seemed to fear less the screams of the eagle 
than he had the bark of the coyote, and he soon found 
that in this feathered monster he had a fostering 
mother, for there in the mother eagle's nest Tuchi-Matis 
found a home, and there he lived among the eagles till 
twenty summers of his life had come and gone. He 
learned the habits of the eagle tribe. He soon copied 
their ways and almost became an eagle boy himself. 
His cry was piercing, Mke that of the eagle, and ere long 
he could look at the burning sun at midday without 
blinking, could spy out the rabbits miles away with an 
engle's eye, could run as swiftly as the eagle could fly. 
and loved to look as much like an eagle as he could by 
dressing up in eagle's feathers. 

Thus among his feathered friends Tuchi-Matis lived 
and hunted for years on the mountain summit, but his 
heart yearned always for tidings of his tribe, and of 
Chula-hee-Wa, his unnatural mother—the mother who 
had cursed and banished her only son. So at last he 
told his tribal longings to the old mother eagle, and, 
although he had come to be the chief of the eagles, 
they consented to his departure. With lamentations and 
woeful cries they bade their adopted eagle chief fare- 
well, and watched him, as only eagles can watch, as he 
descended the hot mountain trail toward the settlement 
of his old tribe—along the same trail that his mother 
took the evening when she cursed both her only son and 
the day he was born. 

Down, down, he sped, clad in eagle's plumes—half- 
running, half-flying, bow and arrow in hand—hunting 
the hare and deer on his way, and sending poisoned 
shafts into the heart of many an unwelcome coyote.

tions over their departed chief, the eagle boy, Tuchi- 
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Matis. So under the leadership of the returned son of 
the wicked mother the little tribe grew wise and power- 
ful.

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ness, and put him in charge of a tribe of nearly 1500 In- 
dians, living in a tribal state and showing few evidences 
of progress, looked like a daring experiment. But the 
first thing Maj. Reynolds did was to break up the tribal 
life, which he recognized as harmful in the extreme. 
The Indians were made to live on their allotments of 
land, though they protested vigorously against having 
their tepee villages destroyed. Next came a division of 
the big herd of cattle, representing most of the wealth 
of the tribe. Maj. Reynolds spent six weeks on the 
round-up, but at its conclusion he had assigned the head 
of each family his own proportion of cattle and horses, 
under an individual brand. Then came the difficult 
work of making the Indians take an interest in their 
ranches. Slowly, however, civilization began te tri- 
umph. Irrigation ditches were built, and Indian farm- 
ers began to put up fences for the better care of their 
stock. Fortunately the reservation is a veritable gar- 
den spot, well watered and adapted to the raising of 
bumper crops, and with plenty of good grazmg land in 
the hills that stretch away from the water courses. 
When the “boss farmers” began to get practical results 
in their districts, Maj. Reynolds told the Indians that 
they should hold a fair every fall— all same white 
man.” 


When the fair was first mentioned the Indians were 
mystified. They did not know what it meant. But the 
idea was elaborated on, until a few of the more ad- 
vanced Crows began to grow enthusiastic. When it 
was learned that there would be dancing at the fair, 


everybody was interested. The first fair was held on 
the ranch of Medicine Tail, one of the most progressive 
of the Crow Indians. There was no agricultural ex- 


Indians threw themselves into the dancing with an 
abandon that showed how thoroughly this form of 
amusement appeals to the red man. Bucks, squaws and 
children spent hours in preparing for the ceremonies. 
Then they would steal from their tepees to the dance 
tents, or to the dance ground in the center of the camp, 
and the fun would be on. 


Music for the dancers is furnished by two “orches- 
tras.” One consists of a bass drum, round which are 
seated five or six Indian singers, each man armed with 
a stout switch. The singers lift up their voices in their 
wild chants, at the same time pounding the drum with 
their switches. When this group finishes one of the 
long, and seemingly interminable, Indian dances, the 
other group of musicians, at the opposite end of the tent, 
is heard from. This group scorns the bass drum, and 
is armed with individual drums. Each Indian sings his 
loudest and pounds his drum to the utmost, in the en- 
deavor to outdo the other musicians. The ease with 
which the intricate musical passages are followed in 
unison would indicate that the Indian has remarkable 
technical skill, if nothing deeper seated, when it comes 
to music. 


In the meantime the dancers are doing their best to 
distinguish themselves. Sometimes they form a solemn 
circle in the “owl dance,” but generally men, women 
and children shine forth individually, cutting the most 
fantastic capers and going through remarkable contor- 
tions. Skill in dancing is quickly recognized, though a 
white man unfamiliar with Indian dances finds it hard 


to discriminate. Probably the best dancer among the 
Crows—or at least so most of the Indians admit—is a 
young, lithe, sinewy Carlisle graduate named Mortimer 
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An Industrial Fair Association was formed, every mem- 
ber being one of the Crow tribe.

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The fair just held—October 5 to 10—was remarkable 
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did war bonnets and full battle regalia. 


and the dancing tents. The Indians who made the grand 
stand a mass of variegated colors cheered when the in- 
dustrial parade went past, headed by the fine blooded 
horses from the Belmont stud-—thoroughbred stock that 
is displacing the stocky Indian ponies. The buildings 
were crowded with Indian farmers who critically in- 
spected the exhibits from each district, and everybody 
took a look at the prize tepees, five in number, that were 
set at one side of the fair ground where their canvas 
sides glowed prettily in an arm of the Little Big Horn. 

Not only has the industrial fair interested the Crow, 
but its fame has spread to other Indian nations. On 
the camp ground, situated a mile below the fair ground, 
on the Little Big Horn, were at least 4000 Indians. 
Nearly half that number were visitors who had trekked 
hundreds of miles overland to eat, drink and be merry 
with their prosperous Crow brethren. There were 
Northern Cheyennes from their reservation about forty 
miles to the north: Sioux from the Dakotas, headed by 
the great chief, American Horse; Nez Perces, Blackfeet, 
Flatheads, and even Indians from the Umatilla Reser- 
vation in Washington. 

The tents were arranged in a great circle, and the 
camp ground presented a remarkably picturesque scene. 
| Swarms of children, and the inevitable Indian dogs. 
played about in front of the tepees. On the day of the 
big sham battle, in which the Indians pictured the at- 
tack and repulse of a party of Sioux, bent on horse 
stealing, the grounds were filled with warriors in splen- 
Among them 
were some veterans who had served in many a hard 


every time he joins in a dance. 


On the closing day of the Crow fair, a farmers’ insti- 
tute is held. The practical farmers of the reservation 
meet in one of the big dance tents and discuss plans for 
bettering the tribe's condition, agriculturally. Practi- 
cal advice is given as to the best methods of securing 
crops, and the fact that these meetings are always well 
attended, and that deep interest is taken in the speeches, 
is one of the most encouraging features of the industria! 
fair. This year special premiums were offered for the 
| best agricultural exhibits by “squaw men —that is, 
| white men married to Indians—and some of these reser- 
vation dwellers took a prominent part in the fair gen- 
| erally. 
| The Industrial Fair Association is composed entirely 
_of Indians, and the election of officers is left in the 
| tribe’s hands. At present the association consists of the 
following officials: President, Frank Shane; secretary, 
R. W. Cummins; treasurer, Holman Ceasley; chief of 
police, Big Medicine; starter, Curley (Custer’s scout;) 
vice-presidents, Plenty Coos (Crow head chief,) Spotted 
Rabbit, Looks With His Ears, Hoop on the Forehead, 
Three Foretops, Bull Don't Fall Down; judges, Medi- 
cine Crow, Holds the Enemy, and The Bread. 
Commissioner Leupp has given the Crow Industrial 
Fair project his heartiest approval, and certainly no 
one can witness the wonderful results accomplished by 
Maj. Reynolds in carrying out this unique idea without 
realizing that this Indian agent, at an obscure agency 
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campaign against the white soldiers.

BUILDING ,A TRANSCONTINENTAL 
RAILWAY IN SOUTH AMERICA. 

By a Special Contributor. 


HE present year has been marked by two events 
which are destined to stand as most important 


Chilean Transandine, after years of construction in the 
face of many difficulties, to a point where, at an alti- 


tude of 10,500 feet, nothing intervenes between it and 
the Argentine-Transandine Railroad but two miles of 
granite mountain, through two-thirds of which a tunnel 
is already completed. The other event was the inaugu- 
ration of construction—°00 miles south of the Transan- 
dine Company's route—of a line over a pass through 
the Andes whose highest point is at an elevation of only 
714 meters (2375 feet,) and which is so open that a 
broad-gauge track may be run through from the coast 
of Chile to Bahia Blanca or Buenos Aires in Argentina 
without the necessity Arising of building a single tun- 
nel. It is practically certain that ultimately the road 
by this new route (the existence of any pass at all at 
that point only became known two years ago last July) 
will take the bulk of the traffic that now goes by the 
more direct Uspallata road. 

The west coast of South America, as far us freight, 
mail and passenger services are concerned, is as remote 
from New York and London as Australia, and twice as 
remote as South Africa. The people of Chile, Peru and 
Ecuador, when voyaging to Europe, sail down the coast, 
around Cape Horn and then north again to Buenos 
Aires or Montevideo, where a direct European connec- 
tion is made. This is about equivalent, though on a 
larger scale, to sailing first to Panama in endeavoring 
to reach New York from New Orleans. The time re- 
quired is from six to eight weeks, and the expense is al- 
most as much as that of making a direct first-class trip 
around the world, following the usual northern hemis- 
phere routes. The much shorter Panama route is no 
less expensive and, owing to the slow and irregular 
coastal steamer service, usually takes as much time or 
more than the all-water route by the Horn. 

Mail to Peru and Ecuador usually comes by Panama, 
but the great bulk of the freight to these countries, as 
well as to Chile, pays the high insurance covering the 
passage of the Horn rather than meet the expense of

The historic Uspallata Pass, on the line of the Trans- 


travel between the Pacific and Atlantic coasts of South 
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America ever since the Spanish conquerors of Peru first 
crossed by it when descending into Chile to found the 
present cities of Santiago and Valparaiso. The highway | 
discovered and opened up by these early “makers and 
repairers” of empires was the same over which the Ar- 
gentine patriot, San Martin, poured the troops which | 
struck the death blow to Spanish power at the battle of | 
Chacabuco. The population center of the southeastern | 
part of the continent is in the vicinity of the River | 
Plate, where the three cities of Buenos Aires, Rosario | 
and Montevideo contain between them over 2,000,000 | 
inhabitants. On the west coast Valparaiso and Santiago | 
are in about the same latitude as the mouth of the Plate, 
and a line drawn between these two centers cuts the | 
Andes almost exactly at the Uspallata Pass. 

Long before a railroad over the mountains was con- 
sidered a feasible proposition, 700 miles of direct line | 
was built across the Argentine pampas to the rich and 
prosperous wine-growing province of Mendoza, situated 
at the foot of the Andes and on the line of the old ap- 
proach to Uspallata Pass. On the Chilean side the ex- 
tension of the government road up the fertile valley of 
the Aconcagua to Los Andes penetrated for some dis- 
tance the outer ranges of the mountains and approached 
even nearer than the Argentine road to the summit of 
the divide. The termini of these two roads were only 
about sixty miles apart in an air line and, when the 
Transandine road was proposed, a survey showed that 
they could be connected with something like 110 miles 
of rails. 

The seventy miles of the Argentine section of this line 
—from Mendoza to Las Cuevas, where the summit tun- 
nel is now being driven—follows the open valley of the 
Mendoza for nearly all of its length and involves no dif- 
cult construction. It was completed several years ago 
and has been in operation ever since, doing a good busi- 
ness in the summer months in carrying mail, passengers 
and light freight. On the Chilean side, however, where 
only forty miles had to be built, the physical obstacles 
to be overcome in building a line that would be pro- 
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encountered of a greater depth than fourteen inches. 
Most of the way was entirely clear of snow, that met 
with having been at the summit of the temporary bridle 


‘| trail, a thousand feet above the pass proper. 


The pass is formed by a chain of lakes, each from 
twenty to forty miles long. They run nearly east and 
west and empty successively into each other until their 
waters ultimately reach the Pacific at Valdivia in the 
Valdivia River. There“ are several favorable routes of 
approach to the pass for a railroad, but that which is 
being followed is up the Rio Valdivia, and its successive 
branches, the Calle-Calle and San Pedro. The govern- 
ment road extends to Colleilelfu, where the new line 
commences. The twenty miles from this point to Lake 
Rinhue, the first of the four lakes, has just been put in 
operation. 

Through the pass the line will skirt the open stretches 
along the lakes, heavy cuttings beim necessary only at 
three or four points where the mountains rise sheer 
from the water. It is a fortunate circumstance that, 
while each of the lakes lies in a great crack in the 
mountains, there is always enough open space along at 
least one side to permit of comparatively inexpensive 
construction. There are no engineering problems to be 
solved on this route, and only one piece of construction 
that is likely to prove costly. This is the ten miles of 
grading between the lakes Panguipulli and Perihueico, 
which have a difference of elevation of about a thousand 
feet. Some heavy rock cutting will be necessary here; 
algo the construction of at least two, and possibly four, 
very high but short bridges. On the Choshuenco River, 
which connects these two lakes, there is a 200-foot water- 
fall of sufficient volume to furnish power to operate 
the railroad for 150 miles in each direction, as well 
supplying abundant power for local use. ' 

Until the completion of the railroad, traffic through 
the pass is to be handled by small steamers, one of 
which is already in service on each of the lakes. Navi- 
gation will shortly be opened between the two upper 
lakes, Perhueico and Lacar, by a lock on the connecting 
river, and the two lower lakes may also be thus united. 
The traffic at present is principally cattle and foodstuffs 
going from Argentina to Chile.

Public Fountains. 


In a country of rainless summers public fountains are 
much more pleasing than in the average temperate 
climes and should be more in evidence than they are 
with us. Los Angeles could well afford, both from an 
economic as well as esthetic point of view; to build a 
few really beautiful fountains of considerable size. We 
should have ample grounds for a new City Hall, and 
then provision should be made for all who thirst, 
whether man or beast or the fowls of the air. The 
county should also have provided for one in the Court- 
house grounds in place of the little circular beds and 
other gimcracks now existent. The writer even deeply 
regrets that those in charge could not have secured 
magnificent commemorative fountains instead of the 
monument now being erected. There are many who do 
not like statues in any place who would welcome me- 
morials in any other form, and in a comparatively 
waterless country we should encourage the erection of 
ornate fountains. Human lives, as well as those of 
bird and beast have been saved by the existence of 
public fountains. 


The Effective “Town Beautiful.” 


Some large towns, realizing that all of their voters 
were not in a position to obtain information concern- 
ing the business of the towns, have adopted the expe- 
dient of an advisory committee. This committee is 
composed of some twenty to forty representative men, 
whose duty it is to make a thorough examination of the 
business of the town and the needs for the coming year, 
and report to the entire voting body its findings and 
recommendations. In that way the voters have laid 
before them in print an explanation of the public busi- 
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We need more trees in Southern California both in 
public and private places. We sadly need many thous- 
ands in Los Angeles. While it is advisable to plant 
them under any circumstances it is regrettable that 
our city does not make better provision for their plant- 
ing and care. We shall never have ideal conditions un- 
til the parkway is taken from the control of the prop- 
erty owner and placed under the care of the city and or- 
dinances so framed and financial support secured as to 
ingure uniform work of a high standard in the align- 
ment of our streets with trees. All Southern California, 
with the exception of Riverside and a few like examples, 
needs several times the street trees now planted, and 
even private grounds should smack more of the wild- 
wood. 


Preserving Natural Beauty. | 


It is really a serious question in our national life 
that so much attention should have to be concentrated 
on measures to prevent spoliation of the country by the 
commercialism which appears to undertake to domi- 
nate both the mind and matter of the nation. From 
the billboard nuisance to the destruction of the Falls 
of Niagara involves a wide sweep of effort, covering so 
many issues of importance, and yet the battle must be 
fought continuously to victory in order to réestablish 
Ao and healthy condition of progressive civiliza- 


We have at last begun to realize how nearly we have 
lost that wonderful natural phenomenon, the Falls of 
Niagara. The development of electricity and the ad- 
vantages of cheap power to produce it once more 
brought water power into great demand and the vast 
energy stored in Niagara, together with its proximity 
to large cities, invited the control of the Falls for com- 
mercial purposes. Commercialism gives no heed to any- 
thing but the almighty dollar, or no thought of injury 
to the world-renowned cataract could possibly have 
been considered. The practical destruction of the Falls 
is no absolute necessity; it happens to offer a vast 
amount of stored power, and to be convenient and cen- 
tral. But the American people are protesting vigor- 
ously, as they should, for it is a national matter.

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JOHN RUPERT'S PLANT. 


AN EASTERN VIEW OF POULTRY CUL- 
TURE IN CALIFORNIA. | 


HE September issue of Poultry, a widely-read mag- 
azine published in Illinois, contains the following 
article on poultry culture in California: 

“We have taken occasion to give our opinion of the 
possibilities of poultry-keeping in California on pre- 
vious occasions and have dealt with the subject in a 
general manner, referring to details lightly, because it 
is not often that one can get details with sufficient clear- 
ness to make them forcible. We have long been con- 
vinced that poultry-keeping on the west coast was 
profitable because of the peculiar mildness of the cli- 
mate, the cheapness of feed and the high price which 
Poultry products always bring. In California, Oregon 
and Washington, the climate is perfectly adapted to the 
keeping of poultry and in all the States immediately 
east of these the poultry business promises large returns 
to those who engage in it. 


“In California particularly the poultry-keeper needs 
only the cheapest of houses at any time in the year, as 
the temperature never falls low enough to produce suf- 
fering as long as the rains of winter are kept off the 
birds during their hours of sleep. Wheat, barley and 
vegetables are as cheap as in the East, and green feed 
ean be grown the year through, making the feed ques- 
tion the simplest one to be encountered. 


“The California Cultivator. one of the most authori- 
tative of the Pacific Coast publications, tells a story in 
which interesting details are given. We republish this 
below to show what may be done on a small place by 
good management. It concerns the poultry business of 
Mr. John Rupert of Eureka, and is as follows: 


“Mr. Rupert was a locomotive engineer for twenty- 


eight years up until four years ago when he left the 
railroad to take up his present work. 

“He has a nice home upon a two-acre tract. His 
house and back yard take up about one-fourth of an 
acre and balance of two acres is devoted to garden for 
raising green feed for chickens, chicken runs, brooder- 


houses and incubator-house; also houses for the laying | 


hens. His brooder-house is 12x30 feet and other houses 


are nearly the same size. All houses consolidated would | 


make a house 12x300 feet. He has twelve incubators, in- 
cubator-house and sixteen brooders in the brooder- 
houses. He keeps from 800 to 1000 eggs in his incuba- 
tors all the time and raises to maturity from 65 to 70 
per cent. of the chickens that are hatched. | 

“In the months of February, March and April he runs 
1000 eggs per month and the months from May 1 to Oc- | 
tober 1 he will run 800 eggs per month. He had 1500 
birds up until January last when he sold off enough to | 
reduce his stock to 450 hens. He keeps no hen older 
than two years. From the 450 hens he is getting enough 
eges to have 800 to 1000 for hatching and supply the 
stores with many dozen each month besides. From the | 
hatching of 800 eggs a month he raises at least 200 
chickens for four-month-old fryers and enough chickens 
besides to raise his number of hens from 450 to 1500 by 
January 1, 1909. At the present time, he has 1800 birds 
of various ages, part for fryers, part raising for in- 
crease of stock and then the 450 hens. 

“Mr. Rupert grows kale in the rear of each chicken 
yard, making the rows fourteen inches wide and plant- | 
ing the kale fourteen inches apart. His runs are 50x100 | 
feet. and he keeps 100 birds to the run. He plants | 
enough kale so that there are two plants for each 
chicken. He claims that two plants of kale will give a 
chicken all the green food it needs through the year 
and that it saves 40 per cent. upon the food bill of the 
chickens. The kale grows the year through in Eureka. 
He plants a new crop each year and fences chickens off 
from it while it is growing the first week or two; after 
that chickens cannot kill it out. A chicken has to be 
six weeks old before he lets it eat kale. 

“In Eureka lumber is cheaper than in most places. 
Mr. Rupert paid $7 per thousand feet; it cost him 50 
cents’ worth of nails for each thousand feet of lumber 
and $1 for hauling each thousand feet; counting labor 
it cost him $800 to build his houses; $1500 would cover 
the total cost of chicken wire and posts of fences, houses, 
brooders and twelve Jubilee incubators and whatever | 
else was in his chicken plant. 

“His food bill per chicken one year for grain, corn 
meal and grit was 96 cents for the year of 1908. On a 
test of 150 hens last year he received a few hundred over 
21,000 eggs, which sold on the average of 30 cents per 
dozen, which brought him in an income of $3.60 per 
hen. Each hen was twelve months old when it started 
in. He sells 200 fryers per month at 50 cents average 
per piece, which cost him about 25 cents each to raise. 
So far this year he has sold 7000 eggs for setting at 50 
and 75 cents per setting, and 500 incubator chicks at 10 
cents apiece. 

“He cleans all houses each day and goes over them 
once a week with coal oil. In this way he has no ver- 
min, and chickens are always healthy. He does nothing 
but devote his whole time to his chickens; he is with 
them from 6 a.m. to 7 p.m.; between those hours he has 
time to spend with his gardens and do some other work 
he might wish to do about the house. 

“His chickens are White Leghorns and he finds that 
they will do as well through the summer months as they 
do in the winter months, which he claims is due to the 
cool, even temperature of Eureka. 

“Ground outside of that taken up by chicken runs and | 
houses, he has devoted to vegetable gardens from which 
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the crude originals as they came from Spain and Italy. 
These fowls were the original non-sitting varieties, and 
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he raises enough vegetables to supply his table wants 
and much besides for his chickens. 

“In Eureka irrigation is not known; the fogs and 
rains keep the ground always moist. 

“From Mr. Rupert's results others might gain an idea 
what they could do in raising chicks in Eureka. Mr. Ru- 
pert believes this country to be the natural home of 
chickens on account of its evenness of climate.” 


Standard Form and Products. 


In more than a thousand egg-laying contests recorded 
in the past six years, there has never been one in 
which any kind of a fowl other than some one of the 
standard-bred varieties gained the ascendancy. In few 
instances have any fowls other than the Mediterranean 
and the American varieties won the honors; in one or 
two instances Langshans and Orpingtons produced the 
greatest number of eggs in a given time. This shows 
that the standard-makers have improved the quality of 
the fowls, the greatest attention being given to the egg 
production and the table qualities. 

The question Is often asked what influence standard 
requirements have on the utility value of the fowl. 
Some prominent writers declare that they are detrimen- 
tal to useful qualities. If these persons would stop to 
consider the show-room demands, they would realize 
their mistake. Head points they say, are given undue 
consideration in the scale. Did you ever notice how 
carefully the housewife scans the head of the fowl she 
would purchase? No matter how presentable the car- 
cass may be, if the head is unsatisfactory she selects 
another bird. 

If the breast is narrow, sunken, contracted, it is detri-

mental to market and show-room quality alike. The 
same is true of body, back, shanks and legs. Whenever 
they lack in plumpness, in round, presentable forma- 
tion, they are discounted in the showroom, and on the 
market stall as well. Full breast development makes 
possible the handling of the greatest quantity of food 
material and its consumption for the upbullding of body 
and egg production. The full, well-balanced abdominal 
proportions serve the double purpose of giving ascen- 
dency in the show pen and providing the machinery 
for the assimilation of food, its conversion into the larg- 
est number of eggs. No hen was ever a good egg pro- 
ducer that did not have the well-developed showroom 
requirements in her general make-up. No fowl was ever 
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good for the highest quality of market poultry or for 
producing the greatest amount of desirable meat that 
did not come close to the standard demands for shape. 

„The Brahma, the progenitor of all American breeds, 
has long been highly considered as the best for produc- 
ing eggs having the dark shells and of heavy-weight | 
poultry, soft roasters and capons. The Mediterranean, 
which comprises the Leghorn, Minorca, Andalusian and 
Ancona varieties, was the second product, built from 
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were cultivated into the great egg producers. It is 4 
mistake to imagine that either can be valuable as egg 
producers or as market poultry if they fail in the gen- | 
eral contour demanded by the standard. 

It is the highest development of the Leghorn type | 
and character that makes the most valuable egg-produc- | 
ing fowls of the Mediterranean family. The small. 
poorly-developed, narrow-breasted, short-bodied, light- 
weight Leghorns do not come anywhere near the stand- 
ard demand, nor do they ever produce sufficient eggs to 
make their keeping profitable. The profitable egg- 
producing Leghorns are those which come the nearest 
to the standard demands. 

The good qualities of Brahma and Leghorn have been 
combined in the general-purpose fowls, the American 
breeds of Plymouth Rocks and Wyandottes. The great- 
est difference between the two lies in the fact that the 
Wyandotte is rather short and compact in body forma- 


tion, while the Plymouth Rocks are a little longer, some-

LL because one man failed to get an invitation to 
dinner, Europe is trembling on the brink of a war 
whose consequences none can foretell. 

The treaty of Berlin, which has been the instrument 
of Europe's peace for three decades, is now openly de- 
fied. Bulgaria has declared its complete independence 
| of Turkey, and will fight to establish it. Austria has 
' announced its intention to take two valuable provinces 
that have heretofore been attached to the throne of the 
Sultan. 


Half a dozen powers are grumbling at the prospect 
that their rights will not be safeguarded in the struggle 
that impends, and in case the powers do not reach an 
agreement, the dismemberment of Turkey and the pos- 
sible absorption of other minor kingdoms are a logical 
expectation. 

And ali this because one man failed to get an invita- 
tion to dinner. 


Other wars have been kindled by slight pretexts. It 
took only the famous Ens telegram to send Germany 
and France at each other's throats. Napoleon fought 
many a nation merely from the desire to feed his van- 
ity. But the present spark in the tinder box of Europe, 
the dinner invitation that M. Gueshoff did not get, will 
probably go down in history as the slightest factor that 
ever caused a history-making conflagration. 

There is no possible excuse for attributing the present 
difficulty to other causes, for the record of state papers 
_ ascribes responsibility to the dinner incident alone. The 

official deliverance on part of the Foreign Minister of 
Bulgaria specifically names the dinner incident as being 
| the grievance of his people. 


It will be recalled that according to the treaty of Der- 
Un, that remarkable paper designed to preserve the 
delicate balance of Europe, and prevent constant bick- 
ering over the rights of the great powers in the affairs of 
| the little, made Bulgaria a principality, subject to the 
control of Turkey. | 

But Turkey has never dared press its rights very 
heavily. 
| The able and patriotic ruler of Bulgaria, Prince Fer- 
dinand. made valuable friendships, whose existence 
| served ever to keep the Sultan reasonably considerate, 
| and save only that he was called “Prince” instead of 
King. Ferdinand occupied the position of a fully- 
| empowered monarch. 
le yearned for more than that, and steadily pushed 
his powers, until he acquired the right to have a diplo- 
matic representative to every power. 

Turkey was naturally included, and at Constantinople 
Bulgaria made it ever a point to maintain one of its 
ablest statesmen. 

Turkey, perhaps thinking it wise to encourage the 
friendship of Bulgaria, welcomed this representative, 
and until recently he was a guest at all officia) dinners. 
together with other members of the diplomatic corps in 
| Turkey. 
| On the 12th of last September the Sultan celebrated 
his birthday. A great dinner to the diplomatic corps 
was the climax of the celebration. 

The representative of Bulgaria waited for his invi- 
tation. and he continued to wait. In fact, it never did 
arrive, nor was any excuse given why he should not 
have been bidden. 

Just as soon as M. Gueshoff became convinced that 
the slight had been intentional, he placed himself in 
communication with his governmen*, and Bulgaria 
promptly asked an explanation of the incident. 

The reply is the brand that has started the entire 
flame. 

Turkey replied that as Bulgaria was a vassal state of 
Turkey, it could not naturally expect to have its rep- 
resentative present at a gathering of the nations which 
ranked on an equality with Turkey. 

This precipitated a diplomatic correspondence. Bul- 
garia contended that Turkey was not paying deference 
to the rights of Prince Ferdinand’s realm and that, 
being unable to obtain justice, Bulgaria had decided to 

throw off all allegiance to the Sultan, and set up an in- 
, dependent liberal monarchy, with Prince Ferdinand as 
of the Bulgars. 
| But as often happens in such cases, the quarrel be- 
tween Turkey and Bulgaria. serious as that was, only 
marked the beginning of the trouble. 

The venerable Emperor of Austria, Francis Joseph. 
quickly saw his opportunity. 
| Turkey, in a condition of turmoil, was about to be 
| forced into war, whose indications looked il! for the land 
of the Sultan. When the smash came, Francis Joseph 
had interests he wished to serve. Therefore he sent an 
identical note to all the powers, acquainting them with 
his determination to take possession of the provinces 
of Bosnia and Herzegovina. giving as his reason the 
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unsettied condition of affairs in the Balkans. 


Inevitably there are other powers with whose wishes 
this promise by no means fell in Une. 

The provinces named for seizure, although forming an 
appendage to the Austro-Hungarian monarchy, are nom- 
inally included in the Turkish empire. The rights and 


these two provinces, and the ancient hatreds existing 
between Austria and Italy, hatreds which in the memory 
of many who are living today led to a furious war, have 
brought about uncomfortable complications. 


But the greatest fear of all is the battering down of 
the Berlin treaty. The most radical of diplomats might 
well regard with fear such an outcome. No matter how 
extreme the desires of the many-tempered statesmen of 
Europe who have in the last generation controlled 
affairs of the nations, the boldest have hesitated to un- 
settle that paper which took the hands of the powers 
from each other’s throats, and made possible a period 
of commercial development. 


The dinner that M. Gueshoff missed, no matter how 
elaborate, could hardly have cost more than $50. The 
cost of a war with any of the great powers involved 
would run into the millions so swiftly that it would 
take easily another generation to pay off the bills. 

Bulgaria has been independent in all but name for 
years. She has been absolutely self-govérning, and 
made all her treaties with other nations, entirely accord- 
ing to the wishes of the ruler and his Cabinet. Prince 
Ferdinand has everywhere been accorded the welcome of 
a titular sovereign, as for instance, is shown in the offi- 
cial reception accorded him in Budapest by the Emperor 
ef Austria. 


Without any such radical insult as was put upon him 
by the dropping of his representative from the banquet 
list, Prince Ferdinand would probably have been content 
to continue his reign along present lines. 

But his spirit could not brook such an insult, hence 
the present terrible condition of affairs. 


The quarrel catches Turkey in an unfortunate period of 
transition. A peaceful revolution has just been accom- 
plished there, and a new party of young Turks have 
been endeavoring to inaugurate a government along 
more liberal lines. 

Perhaps in a decade they would sufficiently have ac- 
complished their purpose to have an effective organiza- 
tion that would be able to cope with the enemy. But now 
they are to a large extent unprepared, and the change 
of authority has been too recent to have the soldiery 
and the citizenship yet thoroughly accustomed to it. 


This gives I ulgaria the opportunity of years. Prince 
Ferdinand has at his command a powerful, if not large 
army of well-equipped soldiers, who are devoted to him 
personally and to the ideal of a free Bulgaria. They win 
fight hard and intelligently. 


Russia and Italy are against Austria in the matter 
of taking the two provinces, and also oppose the ambi- 
tion of Prince Ferdinand. Germany is expected to be on 
the side of Austria, eventually, while England and 
France have not yet taken sides, but are said to be 
throwing all their influence in favor of peace. 


With such an alignment, and with all the chances of 
trouble involved in such a quarrel, the dinner M. 
Gueshoff didn’t get could easily produce the greatest 
conflict in modern times. G. P. 8. 


TRANSMUTATION OF METALS. 


Sin WILLIAM RAMSAY THINKS THE CHANGE Pos- 
SIBLE AND Is WORKING TO TLAT END. 


[Paris Correspondence London Standard:] Avcontrib- 
utor to the Matin reproduces in that journal the points 
of a remarkable conversation he recently had with Sir 
William Ramsay at Clermont-Ferrand, whither the Brit- 
ish savant had gone to receive the gold medal of the 
French Association for the Advancement of Science, and 
at the same time to read a paper on his researches in 
the field of radio activity. After describing at length 
Sir William's well-known discoveries of argon, helium. 
neon, crypton, and xenon, the five gases which are found 
in our atmosphere, the writer gives a fascinating ac- 
count of the experiments on which the great investiga- 
tor is at present engaged. 


“You know that last year,” said Sir William Ram- 
say, “I showed that the emanation of radium changed 
into helium or neon, according to circumstances. In 
presence of a solution of copper the emanation degrades 
the copper and yields another metal of the same series, 
but of an inferior atomic gravity, lithium, then potas- 
sium and sodium. The emanation itself is transformed 
into neon and argon. We have thus realized the trans- 
mutation of several soft metals or alkalies. Since the 
beginning of the nineteenth century we have been ac- 
customed to regard atoms as eternal and immutable. 
You see that is not the case.” 


Asked whether the contrary process could not be ac- 
complished, that is to say, raising a metal in the scale 
instead of degrading it, and so realize the dream, hith- 
erto considered absurd, of transmuting silver into gold, 
Sir William said: “I do not think that the emanation 
of radium can only degrade metals. The emanation 
only acts by its tremendous energy. It may just as well 
construct as disintegrate, and I have reasons for bellev- 
ing that it will not be impossible to obtain gold from 
silver. My present experiments. are in that direction.” 

Proceeding to explain the various changes produced 
by the action of radium on silver, Sir William Ramsay 
pointed out that. according to Mendeleff’s formula. 
in which all the simple bodies are ranged in the order 
of their atomic gravity, between silver and gold two 
elements have their places, one known, the other un- 
known. The one which is known is coesium: the un- 
known element has been named in advance argentdiu- 
rum. Silver, when submitted to the emanation, may 
therefore be transmuted into coesium, argentaurum. or 
gold. “It would not be a lucrative or remunerative way 
of making gold,” Sir William smilingly added, “but it

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FIELD NOTES. 
Ever-blooming Oranges. 
| HAVE a letter from a San Gabriel Valley grower 
out of season every year. I do not know. A place will 
cheerfully be given here for some one who will tell us 
why. It does little explaining to state that off-bloom- 
ing is caused by irregularity in the growth of the tree. 
That is absolutely true, but not at all illuminating, al- 
thongh it might stimulate the grower to try to make 
his trees go about their business with more regular- 
ity, and that would “help some.” But there are fun- 
damental priaciples in tree and fruit development the 
brief examination of which might explain the off-bloom- 
ine fault. for a “second crop” of oranges is not desir- 
A8. 

e bloom buds of an orange tree may now be devel- 
oping, or the twig cells to produce them, even six 
months before the normal blooming season. Suppose a 
brush pile is burned too near a large limb of the tree, 
it wound have a tendency to destroy the leaf functions, 


check the sap and cause abnormal development of the 
embryc bloom buds. Suppose the tree runs too dry late 


in the summer and some branch not feeding naturally 


anyway would receive the same check caused by over- 


heating. with the same bloom-stimulating effect. Or it 
mieht be from bark constriction, on the affected branch 
caused by the soil binding of a corresponding root— 
anything that would stop the wood cell growth at the 
experse of the normal development of the fruit buds. 
TT. effect would probably be the same in every case, 


just as gopher girdling will develop every latent fruit 
bed and retard every wood-producing bud in a tree. 
Sometimes a dry summer followed by winter rains will 
produce these abnormal conditions, namely, the un- 
halancinge of the functions that should produce both 
wood and fruit growth at the same time and bring the 
letter to blooming in proper season. Perhaps the navel 
orange tree. a “snort” iteelf. may have a sensitive dis- 
position toward any of the above influences, and per- 
hips really do not know very much about the causes 
of off-blooming and should “leave go“ trying to explain 
it. and again ask some one who knows, to enlighten the 
readers of The Times. 


Pedigreed Stock. 


N looking over thirty-one reports from as many 

prominent nursery firms in the middle and eastern 
States I find only one recognizing the value of high- 
bred nursery trees. Is it possible that we are never to 
have a cult of propagators that will produce only trees 
upon whole roots, with buds or scions taken from bear- 
ing trees of pedigreed origin? Is there no demand 
for anything better than the average nurseryman offers? 
Are we never to know surcease from the mediocre to 
worthless stock quoted at competitive prices? Are we 
never to have orchards built up from seed and scion 
upon scientific and yet common-sense principles? I 
knew a nurseryman to sell 750.000 apple trees of his own 
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asking what makes some of his orange trees bloom 
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that it would be easier to provide fulier marketing facil- 
ities than to curtail the acreage or abandon a good 
business. It was with considerable pleasure, then, that 
I found the following in the Fruit Grower of October 17: 
Melon growers of Imperial Valley are organizing 4 
central body, to be composed of representatives of all 
the local cantaloupe associations, and known as the Im- 
perial Valley Producers’ Exchange. It is to be incor- 
porated under the laws of California, with a capital 
stock of $25,000, and principal place of business at Braw- 
ley. Five local associations have already entered the 
union, and at a meeting to be held here next Saturday 
it is expected that all other melon organizations will 
join this central body.” 

Here is the way they do it without organization. Five 
hundred tons of Sultana and Thompson's Seedless ral- 
sins in one little community in Yolo county, and with- 
out a hint of a demand. Of course they want this fruit 
somewhere among the four-score millions of people, 
and possibly at a fair price. But the growers don't

A Famous Apple. 

HAVE recelved a few fine specimens of the Rome 
I teauty apple, grown in the Yucaipe Valley, near Red- 
lands. This apple is famous for quality only when 


grown under favorable conditions, and to say that the 
Rome Beauty of the San Bernardino mountains is of 
very superior quality is enowgh praise for its environ- 
ment. My specimens were colored equally with a tree- 
seller’s plate, which is a condition not always found in 
this luscious apple. But why should it not color 
4000 feet above the haze of the plains? Sunlight clear 
and serene does it, as it purples over a Royal apricot 
one-fourth grown, in the Antelope Valley, gradually 
mereing into gold and red at maturity. It makes the 
plant breeder a little envious of nature which produced 
the first Rome Beauty ninety-two years ago in Rome 
township, Ohio. This chance seedling could not be 
improved upon by the most elaborate system of plant 
selection. The Yucaipe apple and one from the original 


tree would look and taste as near alike as two peas.

It is a long time since the orange grow- 
ers of the State have had the chance to allow their 
fruit to be sold on such favorable terms. The million- 
aire orange broker is as extinct as the Behemoth or 
the Great Auk.

A State Plague. 


R. HOWARD, chief of the Bureau of Entomology, 

has just returned to his office at Washington, and 
has taken time to write me of his impressions upon the 
ravages of the pear thrips in California, as he learned 
of them while here in September. His visit is of great 
value in riveting the attention of the Department of 
Agriculture to this great peril. The visitation of this 
minute creature has already alarmed the whole State, 
and Dr. Howard shares in the fear that this pest is rap- 
idly increasing. He promises to give this troublesome 
invader renewed attention, and steps have been taken 
by the San Francisco Board of Trade to secure an ap- 
propriation from the next Congress to provide him the 
means of thoroughly examining the thrips question, in- 
cluding a broad series of experiments toward the con- 
trol of the pest. Two men are now in the field, and 
more will be employed if the funds are provided by the 
next session of Congress. 


The Thirty-fifth Convention. 


HE programme for the Thirty-fifth State Fruit 
j paw Convention is being completed. Accept- 
ances for a dozen papers are already in hand, covering 
the following topics: The San Francisco local fruit 
markets, a burning issue for both grower and con- 
sumer; Tokay grape industry, packing, marketing, and 
points of general interest to table-grape men; noxious 
weeds, an issue of paramount Importance to the central 
portion of the State; sprays, the latest in formulae, 
material and appliances; fumigation, the last word from 
Whittier: soils, the thrips, new pests, walnuts in the 
north and others.

Evergreens. 


VERGREENS are of peculiar value in all climes 

both for shelter and ornament. At all times they 
furnish a barrier to wind and cold, and the remark- 
ably picturesque forms assumed by the adult specimens 
of many species add much to the attractiveness of a 
country home. In winter, when other trees are desti- 
tute of foliage, these majestic trees lend to the scene an 
air of animation which mitigates in a large measure the 
severity and desolation of the season; an effect much 


more noticeable east of the Rockies than anywhere on 
the Pacific Coast. If tastefully intermingled with other 
trees and shrubs about the home they give a warmth of 
verdure and variety of outline unattainable without 
their use. That many of the evergreens can be suc- 
cessfully grown upon thin sandy soils is an additional 
argument in their favor. 

At the base of evergreens an occasional touch of color, 
such as are afforded by beds of petunia, canna, salvia 
or other bedding plants, are highly effective and satis- 
factory. Owing to the vigor of growth and ease of cul- 
ture clumps of many of the perennial plants are exceed- 
ingly valuable adjuncts used in this way, and, if left 
undisturbed, they will increase in size and beauty from 
year to year. Foxglove, platycodon, hardy phlox, lark- 
spur and a host of others, from which selection may be 
made according to the planter’s fancy, are available for 
the purpose. In fact, evergreens form a most excellent 
background for a great variety of charming hues in 
flower, fruit and foliage. During the entire cycle of

The plants are attractive in an ornamental way, as 
they make a dense mass of foliage, and flowers are 
produced through a long period. The berries are large, 
red in color. and quite apt to crumble, and they are 
dry, seedy and insipid.

to this chapter written by the editor of the Care of the 
Body, as follows: 

From a strictly hygienic point of view all cooking of 
food is more or less spoiling food. It is a recognition 
of this fact that has led to the recent popularity of the 
raw-food diet. * 

“It has been said that cooks kill more than cannons. 
However this may be, there is no doubt that a great 
majority of the human race will continue to demand 
and to obtain cooked food for many years to come. 
Therefore, the next question is, as to how food may be 
best cooked so as to well nourish and least injure the 
human body. 

“The most important thing in cooking is to retain 
the necessary organic salts, which are the essence of 
the food, imparting to it its delicate flavor. To do 


this, it is necessary to cook in closed receptacles. This | 
commercialism alone.

is the main secret of the celebrated French cooking. 


“These dalts are largely removed in bolting flour, so 
that white flour is, to a great extent, a starvation food. 
also in the discarding of the water in which vegetables 
have been boiled. To do this is just about as reason- | 
itself will stop the practice at once and emphatically. 


able as it would be to boil tea and then throw away the 
liquid, retaining the tea leaves, as some old ladies are 
said to have done when tea was first introduced into 
England. 

“Steaming is much better in every way than boiding. 


Baking is the most hygienic form of cooking. Frying | 
should be avoided altogether, as in heating fat, acids | 


are liberated which are most irritating to the lining of 
the stomach. 

“Table salt (chloride of sodium,) is a slow poison. If 
used at all, it should be partaken of very sparingly, and 
the sooner you abandon its use altogether the better. 
Thieride of sodium is craved because people change or 
destroy in cooking the chlorine and sodium, which are 
found in natural foods. 

“Another substance which works incalculable harm 
‘o the people of this country, where it is consumed in 
such enormous quantities, is concentrated refined cane 
sugar. For this may be substituted sweet fruits, or if 
you will, a little pure honey or maple sugar. 

“The recipes in the following chapter are by no means 
all strictly hygienic. If only such had been accepted 
in response to the request for hygienic cooking recipes, 
there would have been scarcely more than enough to fill 
a page of this book. Some of those rejected were so 
absolutely contrary to the dictates of the laws of health 
as to be amusing. The amount of salt given in some 
of the recipes received was sufficient to drive a man to 
a beer hall. In one respect the dishes printed all agree. 
They are all meatless dishes. It should be remembered, 
however, that the mere dropping of meat from the dl- 
etary may, from a hygienic point of view, be a step 
backward rather than forward. 

“In conclusion, the following simple suggestions are 
put forth as representing in a nutshell the laws of right 
living: 

“(1.) Eat only when you are hungry, and only suffi- 
cient to satisfy your hunger. 

“(2.) Eat few things at a meal. 

“(3.) Eat dry. This means not only no water, wine, 
beer, tea or coffee, but also no soup or slops of any 
kind at meals. 

“(4.) Chew all food thoroughly, to a pulp. 

“(5.) Never eat when you are exhausted, worried, 
overheated or angry.“

It should be remembered that this, or any other simi- 
lar treatment of rheumatism, or of any other disease, 
can only be palliative. That is to say, it removes the 
effects, but does not touch the cause of the disease, 
namely, in rheumatism, the accumulation of uric acid 
in the body due to wrong eating, either through the in- 
gestion of large amounts of flesh foods, coffee, beans. 
etc., or the formation of an extra amount of uric acid 
within the body by overeating of nitrogenous foods. 
Consequently, if the erroneous course of life that pro- 
duced the rheumatism is persisted in after a cure has 
been effected, it will, of course, return. 

To be constantly getting “cured” and then getting 
sick again is as repulsive to the normal mind as the 
disgusting habit of the ancient Romans during the de- 
generacy, when after eating to repletion they would in- 
duce vomiting so that they could gorge some more. 
After you get cured adopt a right method of living— 
especially of eating—and so stay cured. 


Bovine and Human Tuberculosis. 


EDICAL experiments are said to have proved that, 

contrary to the opinion of Dr. Koch, bovine tuber- 
culosis may be communicated from animals to human 
beings. When we remember how large a percentage 
of cows are affected with tuberculosis and that almost 
every one consumes milk, while many have bovine mat- 
ter injected into the blood, may we not look to this 
as one of the leading causes of the spread of the “great 
white plague?”

Premature Burial Net Uncommon. 


OLLOWING is a recent dispatch from London, pub- 

lished in a contemporary: 

Cases of premature burial are by no means so 
as is commonly supposed.’ 

“Such is the sober warning of Dr. Brindley James. 
L.R.C.P.. MR.C.S., in his booklet entitled Death and 
Its Verification.’ 

“Dr. James gives thirteen tests for establishing the 
| fact that death has taken place, and even then he rec- 
| Ommends one other test—the beginning of actual de- 
| composition—even should the other thirteen show that 
life is extinct. 

“These thirteen tests include electricity, hot sealing 
wax to form a blister, the injection of ammonia, the in- 
jection of fluorescin (which turns the skin a deep yel- 
low and the eyes a vivid emerald green if life be still 
present.) and X-raying the heart which gives a clearly- 
defined shadow only when it is motionless. 

“The cessation of breathing and the stoppage of the 
heart, Dr. James says, are not to be entirely relied upon. 
He mentions several cases in support of this contention, 
especially in connection with drowning cases.” 

This agrees with what the editor of the Care of the 
Body has frequently said, namely, that no sure test of 
death is known to medical science“ other than the set- 
ting in of mortification. Consequently, the greatest care 
should be taken in disposing of the dead, so as to save 
them from the awful fate of premature burial. 


Fifty Years Ago. 

LEANLINESS is a good thing, but even that may be 

overdone. For instance, some eminent physicians 
are willing to admit—among themselves, or in medical 
journals—that antisepsis in surgery has of late years 
been carried to an absurd extreme. Here is an extract 
from a letter in the Medical World for October, from 
William B. York, M.D., of Chestnut Bluff, Tenn.: 

“Antiseptics were unknown in that day. Women gave 
birth to children in the dirtiest of hovels and with the 
filthiest surroundings, and were comparatively free from 
puerperal fever or any other untoward symptoms that 
usually follow our obstetric practice today.” 

Dr. York might have added that in those days people 
had more vital resistance, not having debilitated their 
systems by foul air, furnace heat, much tea and coffee, 
and starvation, “predigested” or concentrated foods.

“Divine Hearing.” 


HE subject of mental healing, in its various phases, 
continues to rouse increasing interest, both in this 
coutury and in Europe. Especially is this true of 
the medical and the clerical professions, members of 


which are taking up the new-old idea in great numbers. 


The rector of one of the leading Episcopal churches 


of Los Angeles recently announced that he would start 


a movement to “heal the sick,” in accordance with the 


command of the Founder of the Christian church. 

The churches as well as the doctors have been prac- 
tically driven to take up this subject, by the remarkable 
inroad made upon both their lines of business by Mrs. 
Eddy’s followers. This, again, is undoubtedfy due to 
a natural reaction from the Gospel of Gloom introduced 
by the Puritans, which has made the lives of millions 


miserable. Again, “Christian Science” is a stepping 
stone from the church to free thought. Thousands who 


have been taught Bible truths at their mother’s knee, 

but have outgrown much of this teaching, were glad to 

find refuge in something that bore the flame of Chris- 
tianity, and yet was “different.” 
There are already several schools of “Divine Healing.” 

One of the first to be established was that of Bishop Fal- 

lows of Chicago. Then there is what is known as the 

“Emmanuel Movement” in Boston. The rector of the 

Los Angeles church announces that his system will be 

somewhat different from both of these. We may soon 

look for as many different schools of mental healing as 
there are today of religion. 

The Los Angeles rector expresses the belief that “ev- 
ery thoughtful doctor will commend such an effort.” 
This is somewhat dubious. People do not usually look 
cheerful when they have their pockets picked. On the 
other hand, these “Divine Healing” movements aim to 
work to some extent in conjunction with the medical 
fraternity. This is surely an anachronism, and «4 
confession of weakness. We do not read that Jesus 
sent His patients to a regular practitioner of medicine. 
If this healing is “divine,” then, of course, there should 
be no need whatever for the services of a medical man. 
If God is able to mend a broken heart, He is also able 
to mend a broken leg, or replace a lost lung. 

The men who start these movements undoubtedly pos- 
sess sufficient intelligence to realize that all such work 
as this, by whatever name it may be called, is simply 
the exercising of the natural law of the influence of the 
mind over the body—of mental suggestion. The cure 
lies in the mind of the patient himself. This is true 
of all forms of mental healing, whether it may be called 
“Divine Healing,” tr “Christian Science” or “Mental 
Suggestion,” or “Suggestive Therapeutics,” or fervent 
prayer, or whether it takes the form of visits to the 
shrine of a saint, or the carrying of relics on the person, 
or even the nailing of a horseshoe on the door, which 
itself is a revival of ancient phallic worship, when the 
Arabs fastened the sexual organs of a cow over their 
tents, as a sign of good luck. When these were hard 
to obtain, a rude drawing was made, and that has de- 
generated into the horseshoe. 

No intelligent person will deny that cures are effected 
by mental suggestion in all its various forms. Some 
people who are of a religious turn of mind must take 
theirs in the shape of “Christian Science” or “Divine 
Healing.” while others, who are inclined to material- 
ism, would be repulsed by such addition and take their 
suggestion “straight.” At pilgrimage resorts like the 
grotto at Lourdes, and the church in Montreal, you 
may see thousands on crutches, bottles of patent medi- 
cine, and other things that have been left by grateful 
sufferers that have been cured by the blessed water of a 
holy virgin, or by a fragment of a finger bone of a de- 
parted female saint. 

It is true that in most cases the diseases successfully 
treated in this manner are more mental than physical, 
yet not always so, for so great is the power of the 
mind over the body that it may actually effect changes 
of physical tissue. 

Under some conditions suggestive treatment—espe- 
clally when combined with hypnotism—may prove de- 
cidedly dangerous, as we shall see later on. 

The idea held by some healers that all is mind.“ or 
“all is good.” is of course absurd. There is good, and 
there is evil. There is body, and there is mind. Nature 
knows nothing of good or evil. She executes impar- 
tially her inexorable laws. The bolt of lightning strikes 
a church and spares a den of vice. In a train wreck a 
philanthropist dies a horrible death, and a train robber 
comes out unscathed. If you touch fire you will be 
burned, however fervently you may affirm that all is 
mind.” | 

In MeClure’s Magazine for August, Richard C. Cabot. 
M.D., had an article in which he analyzes 100 Christian 
Science cures, recorded in recent volumes of the Chris- 
tian Science Journal. He writes: 

“No one can study the printed records of Christian 
Science cures without noting a remarkable similarity 
running through many hundreds of them, a similarity in 
style. in phraseology, and in the general structure of 
the letters.

“For these reasons one cannot help believing either 
that these letters have been liberally edited, or that 
their writers have been much influenced by reading or 
hearing of similar cases. This does not necessarily 
imply any charge of intentional deception, but weakens 
very considerably their value as evidence.” 


Continuing, Dr. Cabot says: 
“It is impossible to study the evidence for and against 
the so-called Christian Science cures without crossing 
the track of many an incapable doctor. Indeed, there 
can be no candid criticism of Christian Science methods 


medical methods. It is not difficult to perceive, as one 
studies the testimonies recorded in the Christian Science 
Journal, that many patients have been driven into Chris- 
tian Science by a multitude of shifting and mistaken 
diagnoses, by the gross abuse of drugs, especially of 
morphine, and by the total neglect of rational psycho- 
therapy on the part of many physicians. No doubt 
these causes account only for a certain fraction of the 
desertions to Christian Science. There are many pa- 
tients who have so little patience and so much credulity 
that they desert their doctors for no good reason what- 
ever; but I believe that these cases are in the minor- 
ity, and that the success of the Christian Science move- 
ment is due largely to the ignorance and narrow-mind- 
edness of a certain proportion of the medical profes- 
sion.” 
In the American Magazine for October there was an 
article on “How the Mind Can Heal the Body.” a rec- 
ord of personal experience and observations by Freder- 
ick Van Eden, M.D. Dr. Van Eden tells of wonderful 
cures that he witnessed while in France. Later on, in 
conjunction with another physician, he opened a school 
for mental healing in Amsterdam, Holland, which is 
still running. 

The author chides the medical for their 
slowness in studying this subject. He also criticises 
some of the French methods. On this subject be says: 
“The way in which I saw some French experimenta- 
tors treat their patients seemed to me really revolting. 
The poor hospital patients were used as fit matter for 
demonstration before students and visitors who wanted 
to see the power of suggestion. By constant training 
they became so utterly servile that they followed the 
slightest hint of the doctor, their master, with the quick 
docility of animals in a circus. They would see all

This confirms what the editor of the Care of the 
Body has frequently claimed, namely. that hypnotism ts 
a very dangerous thing to “monkey” with, because 
the longer a person is hypnotized, the more he becomes 
in the power of the operator.

He touched 
the normal eye of an uncultivated woman, saying: ‘Now 
you are blind in this eye.’ But the woman opened her 
eyes widely, looked round and said: ‘No! No! I see 
perfectly well.“ But when her eyesight was tested by a 
simple apparatus, well known in ophthalmology, to in- 
vestigate simulated blindness in one eye, it was shown 
that she had grown indeed perfectly blind in that eye 
without being conscious of it. 

“Now, nobody can suppose that an uncultivated 
woman, by a voluntary effort of the imagination, could 
eliminate the sight of one eye. And yet, on nearer in- 
vestigation, Bernheim proved that the suggested blind- 
ness was entirely imaginary. The vision was really in- 
tact. And yet this woman. In unconscious obedience to 
the command of suggestion, knew how to act the part of 
one-sided blindness, so that the scientific investigator, 
used to detect simulation, could be completely deceived 
by it. To explain this incredible fact we are compelled 
to accept a division of personality. One is the ordinary 
woman, unconscious that anything has changed in her 
power of vision: the other is her subconscious self. 
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which accepts the suggestion obediently and tries to 
become blind in one eye, and does this so effectively 
that the vision of one eye is practically out of func-

A “Naturopath” Vindicated. 


N appeal, Judge Wilbur reversed the decision of the 

Police Court by which Dr. Carl Shultz was sentenced 
to pay $100 or spend sixty days in jail on March 19 for 
practicing medicine without a license. Mrs. Emma 
Sperling testified that her husband received baths and 
treatments from Shultz for which fees were paid. In 
his appeal, Shultz attacked the constitutionality of the 
State medical law, but the court reversed the lower 


did not constitute an offense within the meaning of 
the law, construed with due reference to constitutional 
powers of the Legislature. 

The complaining witness had visited Dr. Schultz last 
October about her husband, who had been unable to 
walk for several years. She wanted Dr. Schultz to go 
and examine him, and when he hesitated she cried and 
begged him to do so, which he did. He found they were 
living on charity, so he did not charge them anything. 
The next morning Mrs. Loucke, secretary of the Pasa- 
dena Emergency League, called Dr. Schultz up over the 
‘phone and asked him to take Mr. Sperling into the 
sanatorium, and said that she would raise money in 
her church to pay for his treatment. A few days later 
she reported that Dr. Mattison, of the State Board of 
Health, a member of her church, had threatened to 
make her trouble if she attempted to raise money for 
the treatment of this man in the sanatorium. 

Mrs. Sperling came again and Dr. Schultz took them 
in for a month for $25 for both, she to stay and act as 
nurse for him. At the end of the month the man 
walked to Sixth and Main streets, with the ald of a 
cane. 

On the stand the woman testified that her husband 
had been treated with baths and massage. On cross- 
examination she stated that Dr. Mattison’s brother and 
Grant B. Bennett, attorney for the State Board, had 
visited her twice, to ask her to swear out a warrant for 
the arrest of Dr. Schultz. The prosecution also paraded 


nurse. The judge ordered him removed from court, say- 
ing that If the man had not walked for years, the baths 
and treatments had evidently done him good. 

This is a sample case of medical persecution of wor- 
thy men who are doing good, conscientious work, often 
for little or no reward. There is likely to be a change 
in such conditions in California before for the 
people are rapidly discovering that the Union, 
like the Plumbers’ Union and the Barbers’ Union, is 
not organized for the protection of the dear public, but 
for the advancement of the selfish interests of the medi- 
cal fraternity.

Simple and somewhat small figures are the mode for present day 
embroidery designs, and, where scallops are possible upon collars and 
fhe ends of ties, they are not only particularly pretty, but exception- 
ally smart. The custom of edging belts with scallops serves a double 
purpose of beautifying the belt and making it cling more closely 
and symmetrically to the lines of the figure. A belt finished with a 
strong, straight line is apt to wrinkle lengthwise, something which 


never happens in the case of a belt with scalloped edges. 


In working belt scallops it is well to use more filling and stronger 
outline threads than are necessary or desirable when working scallops 
‘on the edges of collars and ends of ties. Run a strong outline thread 
along the edge of the belt scallops to be worked, and add a soft, 
strong filling thread of linen or cotton floss. Work the belt with 
closely laid even embroidery stitches, taking care to place each stitch 
exactly over the edge of the outline thread so that the work may be 
perfectly even. Some persons buttonhole belt scallops for greater 
strength, but this is not necessary if outline threads are run strongly 
and smoothly in the design before it is worked.
